SALISBURY — Loyalist 
Governor-General Sir 
Humphrey Gibbs today de- 
fied rebel Premier Ian 
Smith in a face-to-face 
confrontation over who is 
legally in charge of the 
Rhodesian government. 

Faced with growing internal 
opposition to the breakaway 
government, Smsth and two 
aides drove to government 
house for a 70-minute meeting 
with Gibbs, who had refused or- 
ders Sunday nigixt to step down. 

A spokesman for the gover- 
nor-general, who remains loyal 
to the orders of Queen Eliza- 
beth and British Prime Minis- 
ter Harold Wilson, said Giblig 
remained adamant in his posi- 
tion. 

Gibbs, who scttled in Rho- 
desia in 1923, dismissed’ Smith 
and his cabinet after last Thurs- 
day's unilateral declaration of 
independence. Smith in turn 
ordered Sir Humphrey to va- 
cate Government House. Gibbs 
said Sunday night he would re- 
sign only if “asked by Her Maj- 
esty to do so.” 


100 SIGN BOOK 

While Smith was inside Gov- 
ernment House with Deputy 
Premier Clifford Dupont and 
Justice Minister Desmond Lard- 
ner, more than 100 visitors 
signed the guest book—a sign 
of solidarity with Gibbs.

A full ostracism of the coun- 
try, including restrictions on. oil 
supplies, postal services, and ther 
norrfial communications and con- 
tacts, would have the strongest and 
most immediate effeet, but this has 
not been proposed by Mr. Wilson. 
The retaliation he has recommended 
may for. the time being carry Httle 
more than token importance. 
Mr. Wilson, in effect, seems to 
be steering 4 course that will satisfy 
the Negro leaders in Rhodesia to 
the extent of refraining from vio- 
lence, while still not alienating the 
white population beyond any hope 
of peaceful settlement of the prob 
lem. In tryifig to work with two 
totally diverse elements he may 
satisfy neither, but it is difficult to 
see what other coursé is open to the 
British government. Having aban- 
doned any thought of military in- 
tervention to enforce the govern- 
ment’s will, Mr. Wilsori’s only hope 
can be for an éventually negotiated 
séttlement. ;

white population—be brought back 
to the conference table, particularly 
with South Africa almost certain to 
provide aid across theit common 


Ts INCREASING COOLNESS 
toward foreign aid projects 
which was commented on by Mr. 
George D. Woods, president of the 
World Bank, in his anneal report 
in September, has restited in that 
organization’s decision to drop plans 
for action on a projéct vital to @ 
large number of under-developed 
countries. 

The project, which has been 
under study by the World Bank for 
more thafi @ year, was to provide 
poor countries with fast, easy-term 
loans when rapid drops in thei ex- 
port éarnitigs jeopardized develop- 
ment schemes.

A Question 


Wwe IN ADVANCE OF WEST 

German Chancellor Erhard’s 
visit #6 Washington next month, his 
spokesmen in Washington have let 
it be Known that onily direct sharing 
in a fuclear weapons system will 
satisfy the urge of the German 
people f6 be restored to first-class 
world status. 

Twice last week, Mr. Erhard’s 
emissarieés told United States gov- 
ernment Officials that a consultative 
role iti Western nuclear policy was 
not enough. They said that Wast- 
ington must adfiere to some varia- 
tion of the mulfidateral force plan 
which wetild give West Gertfiany 
a physical share in the alliance’s 
nuclear forces. They also wanted an 
extension to the Bonn government 
of the “two Key” systern of nuclear 
control by which the United States 
must turn one key in a lock and an 
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border? The British miovés which 
will deny Rhodesia access to Lon- 
don’s money markets, remove it 
from the preferential Common- 
wealth trade list, and impose other 
finarielal arid economic penalties, 
may in time be persuasive. But any 
attempt to starve out the rebels can 
only result first in hardship to the 
3,800,000 Negroes whose fortunes 
are at stake. 

There remain two strong poten- 
tial factors: world opinion and 
Negro revolt. The first could have 
some effect, and already there are 
reports of dissent by Rhodesian civil 
servants and other white residents 
with strong ties to Britain. The lat- 
ter also could have effect, and it is 
the danger of mass violence which 
looms largest in Mr. Wilsoni’s vision. 
Dortiestic violence on a large scale 
would inevitably irivite support from 
néighboring Negro countries, with 
all that warfare would entail in 
human. suffering. 

Mr. Wilson’s address to fhe Cor- 
mons last week stressed continually 
the tragedy of the RRodesian action 
and the desire to prevent its expan- 
sion. It also stressed, without being 
explicit, the underlying problem. of 
Rhodésia: the determination of the 
white residents to maintain perma- 
nently their supremacy in running 
the country, and the urge of the 
Negroes—outnumbering them by 16 
to 1—to find expression and politi- 
¢al ffe@dom on a “one man one 
vote” basis. 

Obviously the Negroes could not 
successfully take over the govern- 
ment of the country immediately, 
but it ig the British government’s 
intent to ensure that Rhodesian in- 
dependence is fashioned so as to 
work toward the eventual enfran- 
éhisemient of the Negroes and rule 
by the majority. 

This result must be inevitable, 
since it is taking place in every 
other part of the globe. But whether 
the fiiture transfer of authority is 
orderly and successful, as it has 
been in some caréfully prepared 
éases, or tragic and chaotic, as it 
was in the Belgian Congo, tay de- 
pend on developments during the 
hext few weeks. ; 


Less Enthusiasm for Loans

The logié is nét likely to be 
neatly as apparent fo the under- 
devéloped eoufitties whose raw ma- 
terials aré n6 longer in demand and 
who, as a@ cOfSequefice, see their 
hopes of a more affluent way of life 
thwarted.

Life of Laurier: A Guide for Us Today 


WILFRED LAURIER has been dead 
almost 47 years, After so long a 
time the puzzled voters of 1965, in their 
elecfion hangover, ds 
may wonder what 4 
this man has to do 
with their contem- 
porary business. The 
question hes been 
answered by what I 
take to be the finest 
biogfaphy ever writ- 
ten in Canada ‘and, at 
this. purtictlar mo- 
ment, one of thé most @ D ire 
important. As a lit- Hutchison 
erary work Mr. Joseph Sehull’s beok 
“Laurier” (Macmillart 6f Cari#da) must 
be left to the whimsical merefes of the 
expert reviewers but as a study of our 
affairs today it is public property. And 
this. extraordinary tour de force sud- 
denly illuminates, in one lightning: flash, 
the present crisis of our nation (as we 
are pleaséd to call it.) 

Before we can understand Quebec in 
our time we must undefstand Laurier 
who, through his own life, cormpressed, 
articulated, and forecast a long way 
ahead, the experience of his race. The 
resulting triumph and tragedy which 
killed him belongs to the ages. The les- 
som belongs to us and as wé learn or 
fail to learn it the nation will flourish 
or decay. 


Clumsy Entrance 


tH one sense the young Laurier en- 
tered unobtrusively, clumsily and rather 
pathetically the lifé of a nation very dif- 
ferent from ours—Rardly 4 nation at all, 
only fhe makings, and they were dubi- 
ous, Im another sense the days of his 
youth were éxactly like ours. That is 
what niakes his career a case history of 
the proéess now disrupting our polities 
and, much moré important, threatening 
our prospects as a people. 

With the agonizing birth of Confed- 
eration four quite separate and hostile 
communities began to adjust themselves 
to an entirely new situation, legal, eco- 
nomic, racial and psychological. Over- 
night they were asked to call themselves, 
and to be, Canadian. 


At first it was too much for Laurier. 
As a green politician from the backwoods 
he opposed Confederation, thinking it 
could never work. What was it but a 
clever: plot by that artful old dodger, 
Sir John A., to catch the French Cana- 
dians in a constitutional trap where out- 
right coercion had failed? 


Small-Town Lawyer 


Later, When Macdofiald undertook to 
build the CPR, Laurier opposed it also 
as a final act of madness. He was still 
a small-town lawyer With no briefs; fo 
money, no reputation and many preju- 
dices. 

But the painful readjustment was be- 
ing made in the infant state and in the 
man who would ultimately dominate it. 
Once in Parliament he grew with the na- 
tion until its English-speaking majority 
not only accepted but worshipped hin. 

Without his assistance, for he was too 
young then fo count for much, fhe first 
crisis passed under the management of 
a different kind of genius. Macdonald 
finished his work, already half suspecting 
that Laurier was his unlikely heir. 

To bé sure, fo haman problem is 


ever solved without leaving two or more 
few ones in its place but Canada had 
become a viable organism when Laurier 
took office in 1896. The current prob- 
Jems stemming out of the first solution 
alarm us today. Like our grandfathers 
we must adjust ourselvés to a new sit- 
uation which is really the re-emergence 
of the old. It will be wrenching but the 
life of Laurier should énablé us to keep 
it in proportion. 

Surely it is far easier to manage a 
modern econoniic apparatus well able to 
produce all we need than to ereate an 
apparatus in the first place out of noth- 
ing, That was Macdonald's task and 
Laurier’s, and they succeeded. 

It should be easier to come to terms 
with a French Canada which has dis- 
covered ifs own purposes and entered 
the twentieth century than it was to deal 
with a Quebéc which, in Laurier’s youth, 
had withdrawn inte almost total isola- 
fiow and the snarling impotence of 
despair. 


No Longer Ignorant 


Ta English-speaking Canada we nego- 
tiafe no lofiger with an enclave of ignor- 
ant, bitter habitants but with am indus- 
trial urban and rapidly changing society, 
much like ou? owh and directed by men 
at least as able as our leaders, perhaps 
abler. But, alas, we have no Laurier to 
bridge the gulf. 

Mr, Diefenbaker was doomed to fail- 
ure from the start because he could not 
find, and apparently did not try to find, a 
Québec lieutenant as Macdonald found 
Cartier. 

Mr. Pearson’s basic dilemma was the 
savtie and he has not overcome it even 
yet. Quebee did not vote for the Pear- 


son government on November 8. It vot- 
ed against Mr. Diefenbaker, not to give 
Mr. Pearson its full confidence but to 
give him another charice. As a result, 
he has the authority (whether he has 
the capacity or not) to resume, in mod- 
ern terms, the joint work of Macdonald 
and Laurier. It will be fascinating, if 
a little terrifying, to see how he does it. 
The politics of the day excite us, but 
only for the day. Beneath these super- 
ficial everits the déep currents move on, 
and Laurier foresaw. them better than 
any other Canadian, of either race, as 
Mr. Séhull’s book fully demonstrates. 


River Comparison 


In one of those speeches that make 
our recent election campaign sourid Hke 
the shouts of small boys quérréling in 
a back alley, Laurier pointed to the con- 
fluence of the Ottawa River and its par- 
ent, the St. Lawrence. The two streams 
did not mix and amalgamate, he said, 
but flowed eastward in distinet parallel 
and separate colors, clearly visible to the 
eye. Nevertheless, they had become one 
river, its flow sure and irresistible, 

Such was his concept of the two-sided 
nation. The question facing us now is 
whether Laurier’s heirs m Quebec can 
eatch the grandeur of his dream, and 
whether the rest of Canada will wait long 
and patiently enough for them to catch 
it. Im their gropings toward the recon- 
ciliation which Laurier achieved for a 
time and his successors lost it will help 
both sides to read Mr. Schull’s book. It 
should encourage them, too, by showing 
with naked human evidence the great, 
untapped and complementary qualities of 
two races that must live together or, in 
parting, end the dream.

A decision in the five-year-old case is 
due in a few months, and if favorable 
to Black Africa is sure to bé followed 
by a major diplomatic showdown. And 
an assault on the core of the redoubt, 
Premier H. F. Verwoerd’s South Africa, 
awaits just over the diplomatic horizon. 


The struggle for Rhodesia is seen in 
the U.N. as a fuse with which the whole 
keg of dynamite may be set off. 


It is specifically a test of the efficacy 
of economic sanctions, the weapon Afri- 
cans hope to use against Verwoerd and 
Portuguese Premier Arifonio Salazar as 
well as Smith. 

The battle for Rhodesia also is likely 
to indicate how mwueh substance there 
is behind rumors afid threats of guer- 
rilla warfare by native ferrorists trained 
in Algeria, Tanzania and behind the Iron 
and Bamboo Curtains. 

Such terrorists have often been said 
to be awaiting the tight moment to strike 
in Rhodesia and South Africa, as they 
have been trying to dé—without much 
suceess—in Portuguése Africa. 

One of the elemefits of the Rhodesian 
crisis which most frightens sober U.N. 
diplomats is that Bhodesia can be 
viewed, and is viewed by many, as a 
challenge to “‘crank up” just such guer- 
rilla war in its ugliest form, that of race 
war. 


Alternative to Bloodshed 


Co-operation by Britain and the 
United States, améfig many others, in 
applying economic sanétions is being im 
pelled in part by a desire to offer Afri- 
can extremists a praétical alternative 
to bloodshed on a frigfitening scale. 

If Africans seé eéonomic pressure 
beginning to get résulfs on Smith, they 
may be under less tefnptation fo begin 
tossing Molotev cocktails, rioting and 
knifing, it is hoped 

Anothe® ffiajor worry heré is that fhe 
Soviet Union and Red China may climb 
aboard the African bafidwagon and, ex- 
ploiting the emotions stirred by Smith, 


erto—thus gaining an ideological foothold 
in central Africa. 

Economic sanctions are seen as an 
alternative to this outcome, as well, 


Few U.N. people accept the facile 
description of Smith’s action Thursday 
as “another 1776." The American Dec- 
lafation of Independence, they point out, 
sprafig from a conviction that ‘‘all men 
are ereated equal” and that “‘govern- 
mefit derives its just powers from the 
consént of the governed.” 


Rhodesia, it is noted, has grabbed for 
independence im an effort to establish 
precisely the opposite propositions—that 
men ate created unequal and must be 
kept so; and that rule by a small white 
minority, outnumbered 17-1, must be per- 
petudted regardless of the consent of 
the black majority. 


Reversing 1776, Britain is attempting 
in Rhodesia f6 ifisist upon Ss to 
ward rulé by consent of the governed, 
it is pointed out. 


UN Diplomacy 


U.N. diplomacy in fortheoming weeks, 
beginning with immiediaté crisis meet- 
ings of the Security Council, will be 
directed primarily toward pressure on 
Britain to Maintain its firm stand and 
secondarily toward réinforéing the Brit- 
ish crackdown on Smith. 


Diplomats here believe U.N. debate 
and action can help elosé loopholes which 
might otherwisé open up in sanctions on 
Rhodesia—dissuading France, West Ger- 
many and others from breaking the boy- 
cott and threatening Portugal and South 
Africa with retribution if they do so.

Conse- 
quently there would be more available

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What went wrong? Who is to blame? As 
one of Mr. Pearson's most loyal reporters 
put it, the calling of the election was a most 
egregious miscalculation.

They looked on him as a fumbling 
anachronism, the greatest asset to their party, 
and a thoroughly discredited man after the flag 
debate and the departure of Leon Balcer. 

The other side of this discounting of John 
Diefenbaker was an immense, growing confi- 
dence in their own leader and in their own per- 
formance as a government. Liberal Ottawa is 
a curiously inward-turning place where the 
ministers, their covey of assistants, the senior 
civil servants, and the respectfulness of most 
of the press, all tend to buttress the self-regard 
of those who are ‘‘in.”’ 

The third reason for the call was the as- 
sumption that ‘Liberal times are better times”’ 
was unbeatable as an argument. All forgotten 
was the fact that the end of their era in 1957 
was precipitated by high-handedness in Parlia- 
ment rather than by an economic issue, 

It may have seemed somewhat cynical or 
even over-simple as a reason but one can 
hardly fault the Liberals for believing they 
could make much of the good times.

the slowness of the House and the kind of criti- 
cism which prevailed there. 

The fifth reason for the call was very im- 
portant to the prime minister and to most of 
his Quebec followers.

Eastern Europe's 
Attitude Shifting

VIENNA — If Khrushchev

Post War Work

tion in the years after the end 
of the Second World War. 

By the end of the 1950s com- 
mercial plant based on the 
Process was in operation. The 


largest yet installed has a ca- 
pacity of nearly two million 
gallons of fresh water a day. 

But the really new factor in 
the situation, as in so many 
others, is the advent of nu- 
clear energy. Since it became 
possible to use the heat of fis- 
sion to produce steam for elec- 
tricity generation, it has also 
been feasible to employ some 
of the sfeam not to drive gen- 
erators but to heat salt water 
for flash distillation. 

Until early this year, nuclear 
stations have not been able to 
produce power more cheaply 
than conventional ones. Now 
it has been proved that the 
British Advanced Gas Cooled 
Reactor can do so and later 
generations of huclear power 
stations are likely to bring the 
cost right down. 

This puts another big im- 
provement in desalination 
firmly on the cards. It should 
now be a relatively simple 
problem to design nuclear ‘sta- 
tions which would’ work in 
combination with multiple

On the second tour, includ- 
ing some of- the capitals 
visited earlier, a slightly dif- 
ferent note was struck. Viet 
Nam was still a subject for 
passionate denunciation. But 
it had become stylized.

And there was no mistaking 
the relief with which. spokes- 
men quickly added: ‘But it 
hasn’t asked yet.” 

They also, moreover, be- 
trayed doubts of their ability 
to justify to their own people 
the sort of prolonged _ aid 
which the present outlook in 
Viet Nam suggested as inevit- 
able. Not long ago it seemed 
the Russians felt themselves 
being forced into a situation 
where they had no alterna- 
tive but react more strongly 
against the West. 


Other Signs

“We are willing to talk with 
West Germany provided she 
accepts the consequences of 
the war and of postwar de- 
velopments,"” says Leonid 
Brezhnev, Soviet Union Com- 
munist Party Secretary. ‘We 
would welcome a normaliza- 
tion of relations with the Fed- 
eral Republic.” 

Nothing would be more logi- 
cal, with most of the East 
bloc states already doing big 
business, despite the lack of 
diplomatic relations, with 
giant West German concerns 
like Krupp. The Hallstein doc- 
trine (barring West German 
diplomatic relations with gov- 
ernments which recognize the 
East German regime) is 
clearly on the way out. 

China has forced something 
of a truce between the U.S. 
and the U.S.S.R. in the United 
Nations. Despite sebacks in 
cultural contacts, the two top 
powers are still minded to talk 
seriously on questions of nu- 
clear controls. They have just 
agreed to exchange scientists 
for joint research in peaceful 
uses of atomic energy. 


Russ Responsive 


Britain’s foreign secretary, 
Mr. Michael Stewart, may hot, 
on his coming Moscow visit, 
get quite the red carpet treat- 
ment given France’s M. Couve 
de Murville. But the signs are 
that the Russians — like the 
East Europeans he has thus 
far visited—are responsive to 
British efforts to promote bet- 
ter relations with the East 
bloc. 

Immediate major results are 
not to be expected. But the 
stars certainly look more pro- 
pitious for an increase in the 
talking between East and West 
than at any time since the 
promising advance of two 
years ago.

A Discovery 


“You have no idea what it 
is to discover that you can 
work in a great enterprise in 
French, to discover that you 
can speak, think and practise 
your profession in French.” 

Hydro-Quebec is the excep- 
tion. The rule is that one 
must learn: English to suc- 
ced. And the effect of the 
rule is that there is every in- 
centive for an ambitious 
French - Canadian to improves 
his English but precious little 
incentive to speak good 
French. 

“T will insist that my chil- 
dren speak real French the 
day that they can earn their 
living with it,” was the way 
one workman expressed a 
common attitude. 

In the meantime the lan- 
guage is neglected and deteri- 
orates. 

In the long run there is hope 
that the state of French in 
Quebec will be improved by a 
system of education whose 
keystone is the language, 
rather than the faith as it has 
been in the past. 

But in the meantime, a 
great many people feel, there 
must be some incentive to en- 
courage the man in the street 
to speak French well, and this 
incentive must be the oppor- 
tunity to speak French in the 
office, or the laboratory, or 
the factory. 


Enthusiastic 


So a great many organiza- 
tions and associations gave an 
enthusiastic welcome to Mr. 
Laporte’s suggestion that there 
might be legislation to give 
French this sort of priority. 

There are some who think 
nothing short of unilingualism 
will do, The president of the 
Federation of St. Jean Bap- 
tiste Societies is one of these— 
although not all chapters agree 
with him. Some students’ 
groups hold out for unilingual- 
ism. And so does Professor 
Raymond Barbeau, author of 
“Quebec Soon Unilingual?’’ 

Two of his arguments are 
that French is a vastly supe- 
rior language to English and 
that bilingua] people are gen- 
erally intellectually inferior. 

The answer to Professor 
Barbeau's question seems 
pretty clearly to be that Que- 
bec will not soon be unilingual. 

As Premier Lesage asks, 
“How do you expect to make 
a cosmopolitan city like Mont- 
rea] unilingual?"’ 
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And there appears to be 
wide agreement with Rene Le- 
vesque’s view that depriving 
the English minority of their 
rights would not be “‘civi- 
lized."”

Union and management 
spokesmen were not available 
for comment on the telegrams.

A spokesman for the gover- 
nor-general, who remains loyal 
to the orders of Queen Eliza- 
beth and British Prime Minis- 
ter Harold Wilson, said Gibbs 
remained adamant in his posi- 
tion. 

Gibbs, who settled in Rho- 
desia in 1923, dismissed Smith 
and his cabinet after last Thurs- 
day’s unilateral declaration of 
independence. Smith im tum 
ordered Sir Humphrey to va- 
cate Government House. Gibbs 
said Sunday night he would re- 
sign only if ‘asked by Her Maj- 
esty to do so,” 


100 SIGN BOOK 

While Smith was inside Gov- 
ernment House with Deputy 
Premier Clifford Dupont and 
Justice Minister Desmond Lard- 
ner, more than 100 visitors 
signed the guest book—a sign 
of solidarity with Gibbs. 

In Bulawayo, 220 miles south- 
west of Salisbury, black Na- 
tionalist leaders failed today 
when they tried to organize a 
general strike by African work- 
ers.

Also, the 
health officers will probably 
want to see if they can kill 
the germs with a powerful 
antibiotic, If they can clear up 
the infection, he can go back 
to cooking. He could probably 
cook safely if he would either 
never touch food with his 
hands, or else wear rubber 
gloves. 

“Typhoid Mary” was a cook 
who, in New York State, 
would go to work in the sum- 
mer home of a wealthy man. 
Within two weeks, several of 
the people in the home would 
be down with typhoid fever. 
When Mary heard that a 
health officer was on his way 
to investigate, she would dis- 
appear, and go to cook for 
someone else—and soon sev- 
eral people in the new place 
would be down with typhoid 
fever.

By four o’clock all vents and 


\the door should be closed. This 


scheme prolongs the period of 
warmth around the plants by as 
much as two hours. 


ACOURATE GUESS 

A i yea thermometer, prefer- 
ably’ a maximum-minimum in- 
dicating type, is useful for the 
owner of a greenhouse during 
the first few years, but after 
several years’ experience one 
can give a guess accurately be- 
fore checking the instrument. 

Watering before artificial heat 
ig started has to be kept to a 
minimum, and given only to 
those plants in need of it. 

Avoid Spilling water on bench- 
es and floor, since a surplus 
will lower the night tempera- 
ture and raise the humidity—an 


jundesirable condition at this 


time of year. 

To be safe, do the small 
amount of necessary watering 
early in the day on the rising 
temperature. 

If heat is used later, the rou- 
tine has to be altered.
